The  commencement  of  the  cam- 
paign in  Calabria  has  been  as  bo- 
ttom able  to  the  Brit  1 fli  charadler, 
as  important  in  its  immediate  cffVdl.

The  turn  of  the 
reafoning  in  that  paper,  as  well  as 
in  the  Moniteur,  amounts  to  a com- 
pliment to  our  prefent  rniniders,  far 
trom  being  intened  by  our  adverla- 
ries.  They  will  not  allow  that  the 
treaty  was  rejedled  becaufe  enibra- 
cing  principles  not  warranted  by 
the  powers  entruded  to  D’Oubril, 
but  maintain  that  its  rejection  was 
occafioned  by  the  *•  extraordinary 
afcendancy  which  the  Englilh  party 
nave  obtained  over  the  RutTun  ca- 
binet.”
